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VANCE AT WAKE FOREST. 

Yesterday we gave our readers some 
extracts from fiist part of Gov. Vance’s 
address at Wake } rest College, Those 
extracts embraced the premises of the 
oration, and we proce: to day to give 
the gener:! concinsions of tie dlistin- 
guished speaker, our space being too 
limited to make such Copious 
as we would 

After alluding to the 
English people agaist 
Piantaganets and Tudors, „ false 
and fickle Stuarts,” to prescive the great 
rights of Magna Charta, and the con- 
stant warfare that has been since gon g 
on throughout the world between : 
dom and despotism, the speaker then 
discusses the great problem of free gov- 
erument, which secms to “be the :ight 
and nice proportion between the liberty 
of the individual citizen and the weil- 
being of the community.” He thinks 
the legislative branch ot our govern 
ment has become aggressive, and is 
rapidly absorbing and consuming its 
co-ordinates, the executive and judicial 
departments. 

“Tt now holds them in the bollow of 
its hand. and if not checked will reduce 
them to a state of the most abject de 
pendence.” 

He adds: 

“Already many of their cherished 
prerogatives have been swept away; 
and it would seem, indeed, that the 
system of checks and balances so 
anxiously prepared by our founders is 
like to prove utterly insufficient. A 
Legislative despotism, therefore, ap- 

ra to me, at this moment, to be one 
ofthe greatest of the dangers which 
threaten us. And as under our system 
there is scarcely any other practical way 
of providing additional salutary res- 
traints to our fundamental law, except 
by means of the very authors of the evil, 
the danger appears greater still. Being 
the representatives of the people they 
more easily secure indemnity for their 
inroads upon popular righ:s, by flatter- 
ing the multitude and becoming pan- 
derers to the destroying lust of national 
glory ; a passion which, skillfully fed, 
will blind a people's eyes to more in- 
fractions ot individual right than any 
other in the breasts of men. 

It should not be forgotten that each 
and every one of these principles, 
established by our fathers tor the 
defence of their libertics, must be main 
tained in its integrity or the whole 
fabric may fall. The breach in the 
dikes once opened, and not speedily 
closed, the long waves of desolation 
rush in and overwhelm the land. The 
first innovation must be resisted with 
the same promptitude and resolution as 
the last.” 

Another great danger is to be found 
in the prevalence of “all those ambi. 
tions, desires and pursuits which dis 
tract popular attention from the eardi- 
nal maxim of incessant watchfulness, 
which is as essential as trite to the preser- 
vation of their liberties. The most philo- 
sophical historians and politicians cf 
modern times, Hallam, DeTocqueville, 
Montesquieu, Guizot, Hume, Gibbon. 
and others, all agree with singular 
unanimity, in pointing out the love ot 
glory and national greatness as one of 
the surest and most deadly foes of lib 
erty.” 

The next danger referred to is the 
wide fexpanse of our territory. He 
shows that Mr. Madison, in combatting 
this tear of extended territory had 
reference to the idea of its weakening 
our power against cxternal forces, and 
not to the danger within of centralizi- 
tion and loss of individual rights. 

The dangers of geographical expan- 
sion are ably pointed cut. Allusion is 
made to the blind zeal exhibited by the 
people of the North to presetve the 
territorial integrity of the country, for 
which more attachment seemed to be 
exhibited than fer toe preservation “of 
the great American Magna Charta— the 
Constitution.” He adds: 

“Such has been the inflammation of pas 
sions in this desire, that during the late 
struggle, and long since its termination, 
almost every principle of liberty former. 
ly held sacred by American statesmen 
has received seme dangerous stab 
under the pretext of political necessity.” 


While the science of government is 
progressive, it must keep in view the 
elementary principles of the Creed, 
“and be pursued with the unselfish zeal 
oi pure patriotism.” 

The speaker then discusses the ques 
tion as to how much of the spirit of 
genuine freedom is to be found in the 
rapid progress of the country in terri- 
torial expansion, wealth, military 
strength, the arts and scieuces, railroads, 
and all the elements of physical great- 
ness. He shows that although Rome 
once possessed the best part of the civ- 
ilized world, liberty perished in the 
palaces of the Cresers, and that although 
Russia now claims sway over the sev- 
enth part of the whole earth, “her name 
and absolute despotism are one and 
convertible.” He adds: We are ma- 
king rapid strides in the accumulation 
of wealth, but we should never ccase to 
remember that liberty 1s ot poor and 
lonely birth, and languishes by too much 
contact with the rich. ° * * 
The hardy Greeks on the barren shores 

ot Athens, and the Spartans on their 
sterile plains, built around their free- 
dom and their cities walls of naked 
human bodies which all the countless 
hosts of Xerxes could not pass. Piil- 
lip’s mule, with its golden head, entered 
the gates in triumph.” 

‘The speaker docs not think our iree 


institutions are to be perpetuated by 


the 


erecting vast piles or the buildi 
mighty cities: 
“The Babylonish and Egyptian Em- 
pires filled the world with wonders of 
this kind; but we cap draw no cumu- 
lative inspiration from the scarcely per 
ceptible remaining traces of the cities 
and monuments of Nimrod and Semira- 
mis. The Pyramids, themselves, in all 
their astonishing grandeur, are only elo 
quent of the miserable slavery which 
erected them.” 
The speaker docs not think that fos-— 
tering the growth of magic cities tends 
t promete the real objects ot free gov- 
ernment, for Asia, “cruel,despotic, effem. 
nate, can boast of populous cities, In 
whieh the human race is packed in 
dense multitudes. Nor do our rail- 
roads ot Which we boast with just rea 
tiustate anything “more than our 
hand progress in the prac- 
ticu! -cieuees, They speak no lesson 
of che t fer genuine freedom, although 
they have no opposing significance. 
Austria, Russia and Turkey can boast 
equally with the United States in this 
respect, 

Neither canjlearning and intelligence 
preserve the free institutions of our 
fathers. “ Educated men are no more 
always virtuous than ignorance is 


always wicked.” The speaker believes 
“educated bad men in all ages, have 


done more hurt to the word that all 
tle ignorance that has ever existed: ” 

“The noblest orator, and the greatest 
poet, of the Augustan age of Roman 
letters vied in the glorification of des- 
potism and venality. The polite reign 
of Charles II rotted England to the 
core, and laid her liberties so low that 
only revolution and a change of dynas- 
ty could revive them. When the “God 
dess of Reason” was enthroned in 
France, the Goddess of Liberty fled 
instinctively as from the face of a fav. 
ored rival; and a despotism—the worst 
that ever cursed any land—a despotism 
of tue mob—gaunt and bloody — loomed 
up at the side of this throne of “ Intel 
ligence, “ —its dark and evershadowing, 
and most proper, Aegis. 

The rude, unlettered Goths, whose 
flocks and wagons followed them 
through the primal forests, and who ele- 
vated a comrade upon their shields to 
make him, with that slight ceremony, 
their King, had far more real liberty 
than is vouchsafed to their descendants 
by the crooked state cratt of their Bis 
marcks and their Beuists.” 

The speaker’s idea about all this is: 
“That it is in the progress only, in the 
knowledge of, and reverence for, these 
thicgs which pertain to freedom purely, 
that we can hope to remain free. The 
knowledge of all things else, whatsoever, 
will not help to this end unless (tis 
better kKnowiedge, and the tone of the 
true principles of human liberty, pro 
gress and keep pace with the res?. 
mo The chiet end of all good gov- 
ernment is the freedom of the citizen 
and the sate enjoyment of his property, 
subject to the rights of others apd 
the public needs; andl any institution 
—any development: -which tends not» 
directiy or indirectly, to these ends 1s 
useless, or, more likely, hurtful.” 

The present condition of the United 
States, with reference to the tempta 
tions aud the tendencies of our country 
men,” is then glanced at, its “three mil 
lions of square miles of the richest soil 
on the globe, washed by thirty miles of 
sea, Watercd by the mightiest rivers, 
walled upon the East and West by the 
two oceans, and grasping North and 
South, the geographical circles which 
mark out the temperate zones — all oi 
which great natura! advantages of our 
country demonstrate “the very highest 
favor of God to its inhabitants tempo- 
rally,and of His highest permissions, 
spiritually and intellectually ” 

But the might and wealth of a gov- 
ernment become truly glorious only as 
it is sucredly administered for the pur 
pose of protecting the liberties of men. 
Any strength beyond this in the na- 
tional arm must needlessly be taken 


from the citizen’s, and to his danger 
and hurt. 


“Why then should we glory in the 
might and strength of our goverumen- 
unless we, as individuals, proportionate. 
lyshare in and enjoy that strength ? 
What do we care forarmies, and navies, 
and engines of war, and the skill to 
make the most of them all, if our bodies 
may be seized and shut up in dungeons 
contrary to the forms and the spirit of 
the jaw?

If, after the manner of “good 
men and true” our fathers fought with 
the beasts of kingly oppression, and 
overcame them and, afterwards, the 
obstacles of nature, and erected this 
Emperial Republic to the wonder and 
the envy ot the world, what advantage 
is it to us, if the right of trial by jury 
aa honest and impartial jury—be 
dead, and rise not again! 

If, in short, the meanest citizen in ali 
this land cannot instantly command for 
his protection in the commonest, 
simplest personal right, the entire 
physical and moral weight of the Re- 
public, then, indeed, is its glory but 
the false gilding and glamour which 
dazzles and deludes,and is no more 
entitled to your reverence and attach- 
ment than is the autocratic splerdor of 
the Czar or the idle magnificence of the 
Grand Turk.“ 

The speaker thinks that the South is 


becoming the slave of the same ideas 
and pursuits concerning material de 
velopments which have cansed the 
North to lose sight of those simple ten- 
ets which are the basis of our freedom. 


He aclvises his hearers to study the

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A Strate Rur D BY WOMuExXN.— Among 
the Holland possessions there is u re- 
markable little State, which, in ita con 
stitution and the original customs of its 
inhabitants, surpasses the boldest dreams 
of American emancipation ladies. Up- 
on the island of Java, between the cities 
Batavia and Samarang, lies the little 
kingdom of Bantam. Although tribu- 
tary to Holland, it is an independent 
State, politically without importance, 
yet happy, rich,and since time imme 
morial governed and defended by wo- 
men. The sovereigu is indeed a man, 
but all the rest of the government be— 
longs to the fair sex. The king is entirely 
dependent upon his state councll, com- 
posed of three women.
